Mr. Winekler, came to see me and said he had been distrei 
to hear what I had told the Ambassador yesterday evening i 
told me*that he was the member of the French Babassy ^w^ 1 
been at the Alsop dinner, which Bill Bimdy and'Al-^V^I^aj 
also attended. He said that Rowland Evans had started|rigl 
away talking about the Khrushchev letter in terms sti^fs^f 
that he had heard from someone that its tone was peculiar!; 

- Vlnekla^^uLi 
that Rowland Evans obviously felt he already had a stw^andf 
was casting about for additional details.
